THE HORIZON PROGRAM TURNS THIRTY! 

In 2004, the Horizon program at Hollins University 
celebrated its 30th anniversary. 

Known as the Continuing Education for Women program. 
Horizon first held classes in the fall of 1974. Directed by 
Elizabeth Minnich, the program allowed adult women to 
complete their B.A. degree. To be eligible, a woman had to 
be four or more years out of formal education, at least 27 
years old, and possess a high school diploma or GED. 
Full-time enrollment w as not permitted, honors work was 
not recognized, financial aid was non-existent, and all 
classes were taught on the second floor of Malvern Hill, 
then the home for Continuing Education. 

Enrollment increased from 13 students in 1974 to 127 
students by 1993. Sylvia B. Mays, director of the program 
from 1987-IWW^sroposed the nanu^hange in April 1988.

When the senior class chose Professor Joe Ixedom to speak at Honors 
Convocation, they had motives other than just honoring his work inside 
and outside of the history classroom — they wanted to Ik* entertained. And 
Professor Leedom certainly didn't disappoint. 

He began his talk by mentioning that he had "volunteered to give this 
speech much like my students 'volunteer' to take an exam": in other words, 
rather involuntarily. His speech consisted of a series of frequently asked 
questions ranging from the sublime to the minute While delivering an 
important and profound message about the quality of women’s education, 
the audience learned more than they had anticipated about Professor 
l.ecdom’s likes and dislikes in the Hnglish language, for instance, he let us 
know that he likes "short, hard words, such 'short.' 'hard,' and ‘word’," that 
the "word ‘utilize’ should be banished from the English language since it 
serves no practical purpose," and that he enjoys using animal names that 
have been made into verbs, such as "don't bug me" or "she hogged the 
food." He then treated us to Ins own explanation of why he enjoys using 
the word "poodle" and why it sltould become a verb.

During her first semester here at Hollins. President Gray 
has dedicated her time to become affiliated w ith the many 
sides of Hollins.

The Center for Learning Excellence 


With the words “Writing Center" come an array of 
misconceptions, theories, and scholarly practices. Countless 
theoretical essays have been written by scholars in regards to 
"helpful" techniques that tutors should utilize during their tutoring 
sessions. These practices are so varied that tutors at one institution 
may approach tutoring sessions in a completely different way from 
those at another institution. But one thing is common of all Writing 
Centers: w ith their existence comes a streamline of misconceptions 
by students, faculty, and administrators. 

Many students at Hollins do not understand what the Writing 
Center does. When asked what she felt was one common 
misconception of the Writing Center Jamie Kollar *07 said, “They 
take sucky papers and make them into good papers w ithout any 
input from you." Mallory Haar '07, a writing center tutor, hopes to 


clarify this misconception. "We just want to engage students in 
meaningful conversation about their writing and hopefully guide 
them towards improvement," she said. 

Director of the Writing Center Marcy Trianosky continually 
stresses the point "we make better writers, not better papers." If 
this is so, then why do students have such a misrepresented image 
of w hat the w riting center does? The Hollins Writing Center uses 
this “collaborative learning" to mean the direct conversation 
between tutors and students during sessions where an open 
environment is maintained, learning is fostered, and know ledge is 
garnered as a result. In other words, acccording to Kollar, "They 
[the tutors] ask questions to get you started on the right track, but 
don’t actually tell you w hat to w rite the paper about. They talk like 
normal students, and they don’t make you feel dumb," she said.

The Clean Slate Review 


In the spring of 2004, a committee of administrators, faculty, and 
students convened for the Clean Slate Review, a program designed 
to examine and suggest changes for Hollins University Athletics. 
The board included Lynda Calkins, Director of Athletics, and 
Alison Ridley, Acting Dean of Students. The purpose was to 
"enhance Hollins' competitive positioning," and "maximize the 
utilization of facilities and resources," among other things. The 
board "gathered and analyzed qualitative and quantitative data... 
and formulated observations based on data analysis." A list often 
recommendations were then presented to the Board of Trustees 
and the campus as a w hole for review and discussion. The most 
controversial of these is the transition of Cross Country, 
Volleyball, and Field Hockey from varsity sports w ithin the 
Hollins Athletics budget to club sports eligible only for Student 
Government Association funding. This transition w ill take place in 
the fall of 2005 and the aforementioned sports w ill only be able to 
petition for varsity status again after two years of participating as 

clubs.

Eat, Sleep, Swim.

So what docs it take to be a Hollins swimmer? Sure, 
they look great in their bathing suits, have some of the 
biggest muscles on campus, and walk around with 
awesome hair styles (green AND wet!), but what else 
does the I lollins swim team do?
